Bingham Sergeant at Arms 
Shoots a Vaughan Man 


WHO WAS FORCING HIS WAY 


Gaston Scott Shot Twice by Frank 
Morapne, 


GOVERNOR ORDERS CAPITOL CLEARED 


Factions Then Went to Separate 
Halls and Organized—Feeling 
Between the Vaughan and 
Bingham Men Is 
Bitter. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 19.—(Special.)— 
The republican state convention, which 
was called to meet at the state capitol at 
noon this day, split wide open before any 
of the preiminaries were arranged, the 
factions being at fever heat. 

Gaston Scott, a Vaughan man, was re- 
fused admittance to the hall by Frank 
Moragne, a Bingham sergeant-at-arms, 
when hot words were exchanged and 
then blows, and finally blood Was shed. 
Moragne pulled his gun and while 
clinched shot Scott twice, once in the 
right hand and once in the left lung. 

Scott fell at the third shot and Moragne 
went at once to the governor's office to 
surrender. 

There was the greatest confusion ever 
seen at any convention, and it is said on 
reliable aufhority that 100 guns were 
drawn by members of the different fac- 
tions. 

Taylor Scott, a brother of the wounded 
man, Was soon in the crowd and fo lowed 
the slayer of his brother and fired two 
shots at him as he ran for the governor’s 
office. The wounded man was given medi- 
ca] attention at once and it is feared he 
will not recover. 

Moragne was taken in custody by the 
sheriff and will be detained until the 
wounds of Scott are decided to be mortal 
or not. 

A pistol was found on Moragne with 
three barrels empty after the shooting 
and great excitement ensued. The gov- 
ernor ordered the hall cleared and would 
not allow either faction to hod its meet- 
ing in the capitol, nor speak on the 
grounds. 

It is miraculous that no more shooting 
Wags done, as everybody went in expect- 
ing trouble. But for the timely appear- 
ance of Attorney General Brown, who 
was coming out of his office, and a capl- 
tol policeman, who separated the parties, 
there is no telling where it would have 
ended. 

Vaughan and His Faction. 

The Vaughan faction, led by a brass 
band. organized‘ their convention at the 
Auditorium. The Bingham faction or- 
ganized at Dorsett’s hall, known as Mc- 
Kinley headquarters. 

The Vaughan faction, after assembling 
in the Auditorium, became very ca‘m and 
the convention was opened with prayer 
by Rev. Dr. Stokes, who is pastor of the 
largest negro church in the world, it is 
claimed. Vaughan, in his opening ad- 
dress, recommended a full] state ticket be 
put out from governor down. 

Chairman Vaughan named Wickersham, 
of Mobile, as temporary chairman, he 
having been selected by the 
committee as a suitable person for that 
place. A committee was appointed to 
notify Wickersham of his selection and 
he was found by the committee at the 
Bingham convention in Dorsett’s hall. 
The committee reported that Wickersham 
had declined to serve as temporary chair- 
man of the Vaughan faction, but was 
acting as chairman of the Bingham fac- 
tion. 

After the report of the committee on 
Wickersham, “William TT. Hutchens, of 
Huntsville, was nominated and elected, 
and Henry C. Binford was elected secre- 
tary. 

After the committee on credentials had 
reported delegates entitled to seats it was

found that every county in the state, 
except Wilcox, had a full quota of dele- 
gates properly accredited. 

After the Gredentials committee report- 
ed Hon. W. F. Aldrich, congressman from 
the fourth district, was nominated for 
permanent chairman and was elected by 
uganimous vote of the convention. Bin- 
ford Was made permanent secretary. 

The election of a state chairman was 
the next business In order and Hon. Wil- 
liam Vaughan, of Jefferson,- and Ad 
Wimbs, of Hale, were put in nomination 
and Vaughan was elected by a large ma- 
jority, his opponent receiving only thir- 
teen yotes. 

Wimbs withdrew his name and moved 
Vaughanh’s election, which was carried 
unanimously, 

W. H. Harney, of Jefferson, was elect- 
el secretary of the executive committee, 
vhich is composed of three members 
from each congressfonal district. 

Délegates at large were elected as fol- 
lows: C. W. Buckley, postmaster at 
Montgomery; B. W. Walker, of Macon; 
Nathan Alexander and Pope Tavejoy, the 
last two being colored politicfans. 

The putting out of a state ticket was 
left to the discretion of the executive 
committee. 

Resolutions indorsing McKinley’s 
ministration and the record of Aldrich, 
the only republican congressman in the 
state were adopted. The Vaughan faction 
then adiourned sine die with a ‘“‘hip, hip 
hurrah.”’ 

The Bingham Crowd. 

The Ringham faction at Dorsett’s hall 
claimed to have seventeen out of the 
twenty-seven members of the executive 
committee with them and also the mem- 
ber of the executive committee who was 
agreed on by the committee to call* the 
convention to order at the capitol meet- 
ine. This member was Wickersham, of 
Mobile’ who was tendered the honor by 
the Vaughan faction and declined the 
honor, preferring to cast his lot with the 
3ingham-Youngblood faction. The Bing- 
ham convention had a’so the secretary of 
the executive committee, wha, it is claim- 
ed, made up a correct jist af delegates, 
recular and contested.

Vicksburg, Miss., April 19.—(Special.)—O. 
L. Greene who took morphfne vesterday 
morning at his room in the Campbell 
house with suicidal intent, breathed his 
last 1:50 o'clock this morning. For four- 
teen long hours Dr. D. P. Street worked 
with the insensible patient and toward 
the last indications of recovery were very 
strong, but finally paralysis of the respi- 
ration took the unfortunate man off and 
his heart continued to beat™for several 
minutes after Dr. Street knew he was 


. dead. 


There are several different reasons al- 
leged why O. L. Greene took his own life. 


From evidence brought forth it 
may be that disappointment in 
love had much to do_ with the 
case and again the more plasi- 


ble theory is that the unfortunate man 
was driven to desperation simply through 
despondency at not being able to secure 
a position. Greene had always done well, 
wee a fine clerical man, once held a re- 
sponsible position as bookkeeper of the 
Exchange bank at Fort Valley, Ga. 

On the day before he took the drug— 
Tuesday—he was on Washington street, 
accompanied by the little six-year-old 
daughter of Engineer H. Y. Wilson. Mr. 
Greene, who had been a boarder at the 
Campbell house for several weeks, had 
formed quite an attachment for the little 
six-year-old child, and she was pleasant 
company for him in his idle hours. He 
took her to Berdon Bros., where he 
bought her a 25 cents box of candy and 
they returned to the Campbell house. 

Showed Her a Picture. 


Yesterday morning the little girl was in 
Mr. Greene’s room and she tells the fol- 
lowing pathetic story: 

She was shown a picture by Mr. Greene 
of a beautiful young lady, whom he said 
his sweetheart. The picture was 
made by McNabb, of New York, and is 
of a lovely brunette young woman sup- 
posed to be about twenty-two years of 
age. Her name is unknown. The little 
girl said when she left Mr. Greene he 
called her to him and said: 

_ “Goodby. little one, I am going to take 
some medicine,’’ and she left the room. 

After she had gone he locked the door 
and it was then that he took the poison, 
according to circumstantial evidence. 
Three empty boxes which had contained 
thé morphine were found in Greene's 
trutik” each box being from a differcnt 
drug store, thus @howing that he had 
laid his plans cleverly to carry out his 
intention and not be refused the neces- 
sary amount of morphine. 

Mr. Greene has been in Vicksburg since 
April 2d, and since that time has tried 
each day to secure a position and failed. 

H. Hudson was 4 roommate with Mr. 
Greene, and he assisted Dr. Street in 
the noble fight to save his life and has 
since attended to all the details for the 
remains to be shipped to Fort Valley, 
Ga.

RESOLUTIONS OF ATLANTA DELEGATE 


After‘an Interesting Discussion They 
Were Adopted—Baptism of Je- 
rome Jones, Jr.—Officers 
To Be Elected 
Today. 


Augusta, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—The 
second day’s work of the Georgia State

“Whereas, The slaughter of union min- 
ers in Idaho by the United States army, 
under orders from President McKinley 
and General Merriam, was the most arto- 
cious crime against organized labor in the 
history of the United States; and, 

“Whereas, The torture and death of the 
union miners in the bull pen for refusing 
to renounce allegiance to their union was 
high-handed murder; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the Georgia Federation 
of Labor, in convention assembled, de- 
nounee President McKinley and the army 
officials by whose orders the union miners 
of Idaho were slaughtered. 

“Resolved, further, That all organiza.

government and the army, and convey 
their actions to fheir representatives in 
congress.”’ 

Several red-hot speeches were made cons 
cerning the resolutions, They originally 
condemned the government, and the fight 
came over an amendment to substitute the 
name of President McKinley fn the place 
of ‘“‘government,”’ which substitute finally 
prevailed, and the resolutions were s0 
adopted. ’ 

Address of Mr. Houston. 


Another interesting feature of the day 
was the eloquent address of €. C. Houston, 
of Atlanta, concerning the report of the 
legislative committee. Mr. Houston's 
speech was pronounced by all to be the 
most able effort of the convention. He 
spoke of the work done by the legislative 
committee and of the co-operation that or- 
ganized labor was receiving from the wo- 
men’s clubs of the state. It seems that the 
club women of Georgia have interested 
themselves in favor of the child labor bill 
and next year will take an active part in 
the fight that will be made before the leg- 
islature.

The Union Label. 


One of the important resolutions of the 
day was introduced by J. R. Penny. The 
resolution called on the legislative com- 
mittee to prepare a law to present be- 
fore the Georgia legislature to compel the 
use of the union label on all state print- 
ing. 

Mr. Wade Harding, of Atlanta, spoke 
in favor of this resolution, stating what

There can he no question that 
both should be in touch and desire and demand 
for state branches like central bodies, and in- 
dividuals must achieve greater results by co- 
operation. Solidity,

NO GREAT CHANGE IN STRIKE 


Powell Slaims Situation Is More En- 
couraging. 


SAYS THE MILLS WILL CLOSE 


— 


Railroad Officials Still Maintain an 
Air of Ayparent Indifference 
to the Strike. 


Yesterday brought no great change in 
the strike of the telegraph operators. 
Neither did it effect the apparent confi- 
dence of the parties at issue. 

The strikers claim that they are gaining 
ground. The railroad officials still matin- 
tain an air of apparent indifference and 
will not admit there ts any strike. 

President Powell, of the Order of Rail- 
road Telegraphers, in commenting on the 
situation last night said various advices 
received during the day were more encour- 
aging than at any time for several days. 
He said that he had been informed from a 
reliable source that several factories in 
North and South Carolina would be com- 
pelled to close down in the course of a 
few days if they did not receive coal at 
once, it being claimed that the strike had 
prevented coal being delivered. 

He also stated that the strike on the 
Northern Alabama, a branch of the South- 
ern, was now effective. 

The Southern Ratlway officials main- 
tain an apparent disergard of the situation 
and refuse to dignify the statements that 
the strike is causing the road any serious 
annoyance. Yesterday several small tele- 
graph stations were abandoned and agents 
and operators were installed at places that 
were formerly merely sidings. This results 
in the trains having longer runs between 
points of communication by wire. On the 
Asheville division, Black Mountain, Com- 
pobello and Terrell were discontinued as 
telegraph stations. At Bridgeport, Tenn., 
there is no night operator. At Morganton 
an operator has been stationed; aiso at 
Newport, Tenn., while Canover has been 
made a telegraph station. 

More Strikers Reported. 

Norfolk, Va., April 19.—From_ informa- 
tion which can be considered rellable it is 


on the Atlantic and Danville division of 
the Southern railway went on strike to- 
day.’ Under another order issued by Presi- 
dent Powell yesterday the men except the 
operator at Boydtown walked out, at 9 
o’clock this morning. This occasioned some 
little delay on the road and trains were 
run in several instances by telephone, 
while others had red flags on the pilots 
of their engines to serve as warnings. 
None of the four operators here nor the 
train dispatchers went out, General Agent 
Lamb, of the Southern, said that the oper- 
ators had not paid any attention to the 
order of President Powell and the delay to 
the traffic on his road was due to accl- 
dents entirely. He did not say that no Op- 
erators left their keys, but that all had

Doctors Desire Laws Passed for Their 


Protection, 


A BiG BANQUET LAST NIGHT 


Georgia Medical Association Finishes 
Its Labors This Afternoon—New 
' ‘Officers To Be Elected and 
Next Place of Meet- 
ing Settled. 


The second day's session of the annual 
meeting of the Georgia Medical Associa- 
tion was largely attended. When the as- 
sociation was called to order at 9:30 o'clock 
resterday morning the Lyceum theater 
was nearly full of the members of the 
organization. 

Two subjects of deep interest to every 
member of the profession were up for 
discussion at yesterday’s session. In the 
morning nearly the entire session was 
devoted to typhoid fever, its diagnosis 
and treatment. The afternoon session 
devoted principally to appendicitis. 
Everything that was said at both sessions 
was listened to with the closest attention 
and deepest interest. The papers on ty- 
phoid fever were the first read at the con- 
vention to excite any strong, general inter- 
est among the members of the association. 
A large number entered into the general 
discussion that developed after the pa- 
pers were read. Dr. F. M. Brantley, of 
Sernoia, opened the discussion in a paper 
entitled ‘‘The Diagnosis and Etiology of 
Idiopathic Fevers.’’ Dr. Howard Williams, 
of Macon, read the paper for Dr. Brantley. 

Typhoid Fever Discussed. 

He said in part: 

“The phantom cure-alls of today who 
seem to have the world in swing are gone 
tomorrow and others more pretentious 
come in their places to deceive the credu- 
lous, these blatant monstrosities only 
await in turn to be knocked out by others 
until science shall have demonstrated its 
triumphs and forever put to rest the call- 
ing of the mountebank. 

“Fever derives its name from pyrexra— 
heat—and is said to originate from ner- 
vous disturbance by some. However, nos- 
ologist differ widely ix. their views on the 
causes that give rise to the excess of 
heat. In the absence of any settled opin- 
ion as to this phenomena we would con- 
clude that .the combustion going on in 
the lungs together with excessive heart 
action to eliminate the morbific cause as 
does excessive exercise elsewhere, produc- 
ing friction. results in generating caloric. 

“We know that vegetable decomposition 
generating microbes or miasm imbibed 
into the general system by the various in- 
lets produces malarial fevers. 

“The habitude of this miasm is almost 
always found in localities where moisture, 
warmth and vegetable decay-exists. Some 
contend that the mosquito bite produces 
the toxic effects of malaria and that the 
various kinds produce the various grades 
of these fevers. But this idea is pre- 
cluded by the fact that in many places 
where these parasites abound there is no 
malarial fever. 

“The red corpuscles of the blood seem 
to be the favored pabulum for malarial 
microbes, and in their evolution produce 
the sthenic and asthenic changes alnemic 
condition always found early in these fe- 
vers and never in typhoid until ten or fif- 
teen days have elapsed. 

“BKithér from lack of observation or 
from some sinister motive, some medical 
men are always ready to pronounce 
synocal or synocus fevers. typhoid. If 
they apprehend a _ reversal frem any 
source they compromise on the term typho 
maluria, a misromer, but an easy term to 
get out on, and to make their diagnosis 
more plausible, roundly assert that :na- 
lerial and typhoid fevers can and «lo 
amalgamate, and then readily conclude or 
else try to have others conclude that they 
cure typhcid fevers, thereby gaining 4 
fictitious rotoriety. That class of healers 
stand between the ten commandments 
and the code of ethics. When I hear a 
doctor say that he cures typhoid fever f 
mourn for human depravity. 

“Another separate and distinct idlo 
pathic fever called typhus or typhoid 1s 
but one disease, and is the outcome of 
another kind of misasmatic mivrobe gen- 
erated {roin animal effluvia, emanating 
from animal excreta, and when effectual 
is capable of infection by contact, and is 
in no wise controlled by heat or cold, pre- 
vails in winter or summer, and, unlike 
the other variety, las no known auti- 
dote.”’

Dr. Hubbard’s Paper. 

Dr. T. Virgil Hubbard followed with a 
paper on “The Continued Use of the Anti- 
septic and Eliminative Treatment of 
Typhoid Fever Without Any Deatns. 

The paper showed. evicences of careful 
preparation and a thorough knowledge of 
the subject. He said that he did not be- 
Heve the disease shoulli be allowed fo 
run its course, but that jt should be check- 
ed as soon as possible. Typhoid fever 
Was a poison, and efforts should be made 
to eliminate it from ths system, always 
taking «are not to weakea the patient too 
much and to disinfect the stomach as 
much as possible. P 

Dr. W. B. Hardman, of Harmony Grove, 
read a paper on ‘“‘Typhoid Fever; Repert 
Of Cases, with Comments.” 

He said that he was not wedded to any 
One style of treatment, but was seeking 
the best method of saving the lives cf 
patients having typhoid fever.

That the members of the assocla- 
tion were interested in the subject was 
shown by the very decided manner in 
which they voted down a suggestion to 
limit the discussion. : 

Dr. Wiliis F. Westmoreland made a 
short and interesting talk on some “‘Surg- 
ical Problems” before the assOziation ad- 
journed for luncheon. 


Afternoon Session. 

When the afternoon session was called 
to order Dr. McRae read letters he had 
received trom Senators Bacon and Clay 
in reference to the Gallinger bill prohib- 
iting vivisection. Senator Clay promised 
unreservedly to vote against it when it 
comes up for discussion. 

The board of censors announced that the 
names of thirty-five applicants for mem- 
bership had been approved during the day. 
These, with the sixty-five taken in Wed- 
hesday, mvke a total of 100 new members 
taken into the association in two days. 

After Dr. Edgar J. Spratling, of For- 
syth, had read a paper on “Diseases of 
the Stomach,” Dr. J. Wesley Hovee, of 
Washington, D. C.. why is the jruest of 
the association this year, was introduced. 

Dr. Bovee Heard. 

He was received with tremendous ap- 
Plause. Dr. Bovee read a paper entitled 
‘A Successful Case of Splenectomy for 
Marked Congestive Hypertrophy.” It was 
listened to with keen appreciation by the 
members of the association, and Dr. 
Bovee was liberally cheered when he had 
finished speaking. 

Dr. W. L. Bullard. of Columbus, was 
reinstata] in thé assovriation after his ap- 
Plication had been approved by the board 
of censors. Dr. Bullard was dropped from 
the membership list of the association in 
1895 for advertising. 

Chairman W. S. Elkin, of the committee 
on legislation, reported: 

1. In favor of making renewed efforts to 
secure the passage by the legislature of 
the two bills introduced at the last. ses- 
sion, providing for privileged communica- 
tions to physicians and patients and for 
expert services in the courts of the state 

2. In favor of so amending the by- 
laws that the committee on medical legis- 
lation shall consist of six members who 
reside at the capital of the state, instead 
of nine members from different parts cf 
the state. 

3. In favor of an unusual appropriation 
from the treasury of the association of $50, 
or so mach thereof as may be necessary 
for the use of the standing committee on 
legislation. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 

Appendicitis Discussed. 

“The Treatment of Appendicitis,’’ a pa- 
per by Dr. John B. Morgan, of Augusta, 
startled a general discussion. 

Dr. Morgan spoke strongly in favor of 
a surgical operation in every case where 
it was possible. He said that appendicitis 
demanded surgical and not medical treat- 
ment. This view of the case was coin- 
cided in by Dr. Bovee and Dr. Westmore- 
land. Dr. Bovee said that if an operation 
could be performed as soon as a case of 
appendicitis developed that less than 6 
per cent of the total number of cases 
would be lost. 

Dr. Jelk, of Arkansas, who was invited 
to speak on the subject, and others, held 
an opposite view. 

In accordance with a resolution offered 
by Dr. Spratling, of Forsyth, the asso- 
ciation tendered a rising vote of thanks to 
Governor Candler for his action in ve- 
toing the ‘“‘osteopathy”’ bill at the last 
session of the legislature. Governor 
Candler’s name was loudly cheered.
